Understanding  cables 

Every  cable  message  consists  of  three  parts: 

• The  top  box  shows  each  cables  unique  reference  number,  when  and  by  whom  it  originally  was  sent,  and  what  its  initial 
classification  was. 

• The  middle  box  contains  the  header  information  that  is  associated  with  the  cable.  It  includes  information  about  the 
receiver(s)  as  well  as  a general  subject. 

• The  bottom  box  presents  the  body  of  the  cable.  The  opening  can  contain  a more  specific  subject,  references  to  other  cables 
(browse  bv  origin  to  find  them)  or  additional  comment.  This  is  followed  by  the  main  contents  of  the  cable:  a summary,  a 
collection  of  specific  topics  and  a comment  section.

(C)  Acting  PolCouns  made  ref tel  demarche  to  MFA  OSCE  Task 
Force  Policy  Advisor  Petra  Smulders  on  March  17.  Smulders 
said  the  GONL  was  awaiting  the  results  of  a March  30  meeting 
in  Astana  between  the  GOK  and  EU  Heads  of  Mission  before 
taking  a position  on  a "Friends  of  Kazakhstan."  She  said  if 
the  GOK  does  not  want  one,  there  is  no  need  to  push  for  one. 

She  noted  that  during  a July  2003  visit  to  Almaty  then  CiO  de 
Hoop  Scheffer  had  welcomed  a Kazakh  bid  to  lead  the  OSCE,  but 
had  cautioned  that  a lot  of  progress  was  needed  before  2009. 

Smulders  said  the  GONL  was  not  certain  specific  benchmarks 
were  a good  idea  but  said  its  view  would  depend  on  the 
outcome  of  the  March  30  meeting.  The  GONL  would  like  to  hear 
more  from  the  Kazakhs  in  that  meeting  about  their  interest  in 
leading  the  OSCE  in  2009.  She  said  that  if  Kazakhstan  makes 
substantial  progress  there  is  still  time  to  make  a decision. 
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
